Ir you are a newcomer to Ontario and 
have a diploma or degree from another 
country, you may need to have your aca- 
demic credentials or training recognized in 
order to join the labour market or enter a 
training or educational program. You will 
therefore need an assessment of your aca- 
demic credentials in relation to Ontario 
educational standards. This brochure pro- 
vides information on a number of assess- 
ment services currently available in Canada. 


The services listed in this brochure provide 
assessments primarily for employment pur- 
poses and not necessarily for purposes of 
obtaining professional certification or 
licensing or admission to postsecondary 
institutions. Educational institutions and 
occupational regulatory bodies generally 
do their own assessments. It is therefore 
important to check with the organization 
from which you are seeking recognition 
before you begin the assessment process. 


Organizations that provide assessments 
charge a fee for their services, which are 
offered in English and/or French. If your 
documents are not in English or French, 
you will have to have them translated before 
they can be assessed. You may want to 
contact the Association of Translators and 
Interpreters of Ontario, at (613) 241-2846 
or toll-free at 1-800-234-5030, for informa- 
tion about translation services.
